The quality of the investments listed in the assets may be jndged 
from the fact that on 99.55 per cent of the bonds and on 99.71 per 
cent of the preferred stocks, not one dollar of interest or dividend is 
in arrear for even one day. On our common stocks the dividends now 
being received are greatly in excess of the dividends payable on the 
same stocks at time of purchase. 


The total surplus earned during the year amounted to 
$20,457 ,077.28. From this the following appropriations have been 
made: 

The sum of $2,000,000 has been deducted from the official 
valuation of our securities to provide for possible fluctuations in 
market values.
